The industrial life of the 
Twin 
Cities was further expanded 
today 
with announcement that the Decatur 
Mill 'and Elevator company has be­ 
gun the mixing of chicken feeds and 
soon will begin the mixing of dairy 
feeds. 
While the new departm ents 
of this already well known concern 
will be started in a 
com paratively 
small way, they add another industry 
to the list already here and the offi­ 
cials of the company plan to expand 
the new departm ents as rapidly as the 
market w arrants. 
The company is installing 
mixing 
and Wending machinery and already 
ms started mixing chicken feed, two 
grades being placed oh the m arket 
one containing higher priced grains 
than the other. One grade will be 
known as "Gypsy” scratch feed, while 
the other grade will be m arketed as 
"‘number one” scratch feed. The feeds 
will be the standard 24 per cent. 
The mixing of dairy feeds will be 
started probably in about one week. 
The mill, for sometime has been 
m arketing "Gypsy Maid” meal 
and

BIRMINGHAM, Oct. 27~T he south 
of all sections needs benefit from the 
protective tariff, and can never per­ 
manently prosper without it, declar­ 
ed Richard H. Edmonds, editor of the 
M anufacturers Record In a letter to 
Robert E. Noble, which was

read before the southern states re­ 
publican league here. 
Mr. Edmonds urged protection

an economic measure and declared 
that it should not be considered as 
either a republican or democratic doc­ 
trine, but one upon which m ust be 
founded our national prosperity.
